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AN UGLY SPECTACLE. 
Most of the talk about naval pro­ 
grams 
has 
concerned the United 
States, 
Great Britain 
and Japan. 
These are considered the three great 
naval powers, and Mr. Borah’s pro­ 
posals for a “naval holiday” concern 
only these three. 
It might be worth 
the while of the senator from Idaho— 
and of other people also—to take note 
of what France is doing. The French 
naval authorities have just decided 
upon the construction of IOO subma­ 
rines. 
A naval expert in the Paris Matin 
discusses the matter in a most inter­ 
esting way, interesting especially for 
its frankness. 
He points out at the 
beginning that France cannot stand 
the expense of a big battleship pro­ 
gram and that submarines are very 
much less expensive. That, however, 
is not the chief reason 
why he ap­ 
plauds the 
decision 
to build a vast 
number of undersea boats. 
He ap­ 
plauds it mainly because he believes 
that Germany’s use of the submarine 
during the war is a lesson which 
France should take to heart. Germany 
nearly won the war with her subma­ 
rines, he says, and he declares signi­ 
ficantly that when France 
has IOO 
submarines, “France will be a naval 
power.” 
The talk of one naval expert might 
be discounted, but the decision of the 
French naval chiefs to build IOO sub­ 
marines is another 
matter. 
It can 
mean only one thing. Situated as 
France is ,a French submarine flotilla 
could be a formidable factor in war 
only if it were used just as the Ger­ 
mans used their. In short the French 
navy has taken a leaf 
out 
of Ger­ 
many’s book and is getting ready to 
do, in case of necessity, exactly what 
Germany did with her U-boats. 
This is likely 
to 
give a shock to 
those of us who admire France, but 
we should not be too hasty with our 
blame. 
France is simply recognizing 
the fact tht jungle law still prevails 
in the world. It was a fact that few 
of us realized 
until 
the world war 
came along, and then, when we did 
realize it, we vowed to abolish jungle 
law and substitute something better. 
But we have not done so. Jungle law 
still rules and we are forced to take 
care of ourselves as best we can with 
poison gas, with 
incendiary bombs, 
with undersea assassins that strike iii 
the dark. 
So we must face, sorrow­ 
fully but without unjust denunciation, 
the hateful spectacle of gallant and 
chivalrous France preparing to make 
herself the leading practtitioner of 
unrestricted 
submarine 
warfare as 
yon Tripitz planned and practiced it. 
+--------- 
GEODES GOES HOME. 
Sir Auckland Geddes, the British 
ambassador to the United States, has 
gone home to talk with Lloyd George 
about matters 
affecting the United 
States and Britain. It is said that his 
stay in London will be brief, but it 
cannot be very brief if he is to dis­ 
cuss with the Premier all th e -ques-' 
lions affecting Anglo-American rela­ 
tions which need discussion. 
There 
are a great many of these. 
There is the question of naval dis­ 
armament, a question in which Great 
Britain and the 
United States 
are 
deeply interested 
because they are 
the leading naval powers of the 
world. There is the question of Ire­ 


land which is becoming 
more 
and 
more a menace to the maintenance of 
friendly relations 
between 
the two 
great English-speaking 
democracies. 
There is the question of oil in Mesopo­ 
tamia and elsewhere. 
There is the 
question of Panama Canal tolls which 
has been revived by the republicans, 
though it is possible that the revival is ; 
temporary and was for campaign pur­ 
poses only. There is the question of the 
Anglo-Japanese treaty which is a 
tornh in the side of Americans a n d ! 
Britishers who wish to see friendship 
and peace between the United States 
and Great Britain. There are probably 
various questions, which have not yet 
found their way into the newspapers, 
arising from the fact that this coun­ 
try and England are now competitors 
on the seas for the commerce of the 
world. There are questions arising out 
of Britain’s financial obligations to us 
during the war period. 
Hence there is much for Sir Auck­ 
land Geddes and Lloyd George to talk 
about and it is to be hoped that they 
will talk about these matters to some 
purpose. 
It would be an exaggera­ 
tion to say that there is grave danger 
of war between the United States and 
England. There are probably enough 
sensible people in both countries to 
prevent that from happening. But it is 
no exaggeration to say that there are 
today more people trying to destroy 
the friendship and peace prevailing 
between this country and Great Brit­ 
ain than at any other time in the past 
hundred years. 
+ ------------ 
PLANNING A WORLD’S FAIR. 
Perhaps it has escaped the attention 
of many that, Philadelphia is planning 
to hold a world’s fair in 1926. That, 
however, is what Philadelphia is doing 
and the project has gone so far that 
the exact site of the fair has been se­ 
lected, the mayor has been authorized 
to appoint a committee of IOO citizens 
to promote the enterprise, and a bill 
has been introduced in congress to 
give the undertaking a national char­ 
acter. 
There seems something grotesque 
in the idea of plannirig a world’s fair 
now. N * e r was the world in a more 
torn up condition. A large part of it 
is nearly bankrupt, millions of its peo­ 
ple are almost starving, nations are 
ranged in arms against other nations, 
whole peoples are obsessed with hat­ 
red of other peoples. Physically, men- 
taly and morally the world was never 
in worse shape for getting together 
and holding a real world’s fair, such 
as Philadelphia plans, than now. 
It is much to be feared, therefore, 
that the world’s fair will not be held 
or, if it is held, it will not be a real 
world enterprise, shared in by all the 
nations. If it is to take place in 1926, 
the work should begin in the early fu­ 
ture, and conditions are frightfully 
unfavorable for the task. But, al­ 
though there is little likelihood of the 
plan going through to success, it is 
certainly an interesting fact that such 
a plan is seriously entertained. 
It is 
about as striking an example of opti­ 
mism as one could conceive of, and it 
would be a fine thing indeed if this 
optimism could actually conquer the 
obstacles that rise up in front of it.

From this he proceeded to an argu­ 
ment in favor of the open shop, “with 
equal opportunities for all and special 
privileges for none.” In other words 
collective effort and influence on the 
side of the employer, against indus­ 
trial effort and influence on the side 
of the employed. 
This is the sort of argument that 
gives closed-shop advocates their best 
talking points. 
If employers may or­ 
ganize to exert their combined influ­ 
ence and power, they ask, why may 
not the employes? 
And, indeed, Mr. 
Mason, why not? 
Of course, the fact is that solution 
of the nation’s industrial problem will 
be accomplished neither by collective 
influence of one side or of the other, 
but 
the intelligent collective effort 
of both. 
Capital and labor are part­ 
ners in industry. 
What would hap­ 
pen to a firm of four partners if two 
organized against the other two in an 
effort to settle 
the 
concern’s prob-

British 
Members of Parliament Put 
Rigid Restrictions on the Pres­ 
ence of “Strangers." 


A stranger caught upon either floor 
of congress might n o t' indeed be 
lynched. 
But in contrast with such 
impossible intrusion comes the odd 
disclosure of a recent parliamentary 
debate that, even during the formal 
days of Chatham, it was usual for out­ 
siders to go forward in the house of 
commons “as far as a point beneath 
the rose in the center of the roof.’ 
Suggestions for enforcing the “stand­ 
ing order” against this liberty were 
discouraged at the time because “a 
violent sniggle” would probably en­ 
sue. 
The late discussion evolved from the 
current practice of admitting stran­ 
gers. apparently through the laxity of 
attendants, into lobbies and into mem­ 
bers’ smoking rooms. But the lobbies 
have long been open to certain journal­ 
ists, and the pictorial terrace -beside 
the Thames has been a trysting place 
for high society whenever it decided 
to invite itself to tea.—London Mail.

Washington, Jan. 26.—The navy 
general board has been instructed 
by Secretary Daniels to institute an 
investigation into the probable de­ 
sign of “the type of ship that will 
form the main strength of the na­ 
vies of the world of the future,” 
and particularly into the possibility 
of aircraft and improved subma­ 
rines displacing capital surface ves­ 
sels, it was learned last night. The 
board’s orders are to conclude the 
investigation in time to report early 
in February. 
In his letter directing study of 
the subject, Daniels said: 
“It seems to be evident that this 
congress is not disposed to author­ 
ize the construction of any capital 
Ships, and, due to the amount of 
construction work in hand, the de­ 
partment has not urged the authori­ 
zation for any battleships other 
than those which are now. under 
construction. 
.“ The department feels, however, 
that the question of design in con­ 
struction of battleships is an impor­ 
tant one and demands continued 
study and investigation. It is not­ 
ed that this is extensively discuss­ 
ed in the 
public press, both in 
America and England, and particu­ 
larly in England. In regard to the 
type of ship which will form the 
main strength of the navies of the 
world in the future, some well­ 
known writers are expressing their 
opinion that the battleship will at 
an early date no longer form the J 
backbone of the fleet,

Vienna, Jan. 
26.—Vienna set 
what is probably a new record for 
strikes in the 
year just 
ended. 
There were 927 of .them 
in 
this 
city, partial or complete, wild or or­ 
ganized. 
Eight of them were carried over 
into the new year, having taken in 
the closing week of 1920. The most 
recent of the strikes included em­ 
ployes 
of 
government 
printing 
plants, workers at the mint, actors 
and orchestras of the national thea­ 
ters, railway employes, women’s 
tailors, dentists’ assistants, city em 
ployes and the 
gold and silver­ 
smiths. 
Of all the strikes which Vienna 
has experienced 
in the last 12 
months not one loosed the flood­ 
gates of indignation in the street 
and newspapers as did the closing 
of the coffee houses for five days, 
as the result of a demand for in­ 
creased pay on the part of the em­ 
ployes. The Vienna coffee house 
means vastly more to the resident 
of Vienna than the club means to 
the average American or English­ 
man. 
There are thousands of Viennese 
who transact most of their busi­ 
ness in the coffee houses, though 
they have offices 
and staffs 
01 
clerks. Germans say that the Aus­ 
trian’s passion for sitting in the 
coffee houses all day accounts for 
the fact that he had before the wai 
but a small share of the world’s 
foreign habit. 
There are several reasons for 
this coffee house habit. One is 
that the Viennese goes there 
to 
rest, and most of them appear to 
have been born tired. 
He 
also 
grudges himself the 
price of a 
newspaper but in the coffee house 
hp obtains free the privilege of 
reading nearly every Austrian news 
paper and many foreign countries, 
besides the 
illustrated weeklies 
and monthlies. In the course 
of 
time he acquires the privilege 
of 
occupying a table before one of the 
spacious windows for which 
the 
Vienna coffee houses are renowned 
and whence he may watch the pro­ 
cession of women passing.

Thousands of Lives Saved. 
Chicago, 
Jan. 
26.—More 
than 
38.000 lives have been saved on 
the railroads of the United States 
as a result of the organized safety 
work carried on during thirteen 
years, according to an 
analysis 
made at the headquarters of the 
national safety council here 
ot 
railway statistics from 1106 
to 
1919 compiled by blason Thomp­ 
son, of the bureau of railway news 
and statistics, the 
council 
an­ 
nounced today. 
I he national safety council es­ 
timated the number of lives saved 
on the basis of the ratio of the 
number of persons killed 
each 
year to the freight tonnage car­ 
ried during each year. 
For 
ex­ 
ample, in 2906 
10.618 
persons 
were killed on the railroads, and 
1.631.060.000 
tons 
wTere 
tarried. 
In 1919 6,975 persons were killed 
.chile 2.121,000,000 tons were car­ 
ried. 
On lives during 1919. 
as 
compared there w^as an 
actual 
saving of 6,928 lives during 1919, 
as compared with 1906. 
This pro­ 
cess was applied to the figures for 
each of the iteruvening years, and 
the total sum of Jives saved as 
determined by the national safety 
council^ 
was 
38,621. 
In 
other 
w'ords, of the number of persons 
killed in railway accidents during 
each of the last thirteen years 
had been in the same ratio to the 
tonnage carried and were latalists 
in 1906, 38,621 more persons w*ould 
have been killed in railway acci­ 
dents than were actually killed. 
Some other striking revelations 
of the railroad accident statistics 
are brought out in the council's 
study, namely: 
That 
the 
number 
of 
persons 
killed in railway 
accidents dur­ 
ing 1919, 6.675, is the lowest on 
record in the twenty years since 
1899. 
That 125,021 miles of railroad 
lines, nearly halt the mileage of 
the country, were operated with 
out a single passenger being killed 
in a train accident on these lines 
during 1919. 
Thai 
a 
mileage 
greater than 
the combined railroad mileage of 
Great Britain, Germany, 
France 
md Austria-Hungary was operated 
during 1918 without a single fatal­ 
ity to a passenger in the 417,126,* 
738 journeys recored, the average 
journey being 44 miles. 
That the number of injured in 
railway accidents in 1919—147,018 
—was the lowest on record since 
1910. 
That 
fewer 
passengers 
were 
killed in 1919 than in 1888, 
al­ 
though between those years pass­ 
enger 
mileage 
increased 
more 
than 360 per cent, and freight ton­ 
nage increased more than 500 per 
cent. 
In 1906 one passenger was 
killed for -every 183,207,488 pass­ 
engers carried one mile; in 1919 
one was killed for every 175,693,- 
304 passengers carried 
in 
one 
mile. 
A noteworthy decrease in the 
number of railroad employes kill­ 
ed was made in 1919 as compared 
with the preceding year. In 1918,

2.759 were killed, an average of 
1.4.7 per 1,000 employed.
